Beasley, at 56, is an avid 
rock hound in his spare time 
and has just started his second 
term as president of the Los 
Angeles Mineralogical Society 
a group of 365 professiona 
men, scientists, and lay per 
sons from throughout South 
ern California.

Born in Little Rock, Ark. 
he moved to California in 194 
after 25 years' residence in 
Denver, Colo., where he also 
was prominent in local am 
state civic activities. Owner of 
a feed and garden supply busi 
ness in Walteria until 1050 
Beasley since has been em 
ployed by Felker Manufactur 
ing Co. of Torrance as foreman 
of the electroplating depart 
mcnt. The firm makes dia 
mond saws and drills.

Beasley'i wife, Fannie, has 
been a kindergarten teacher in 
the Torrance Unified School 
District since 1946. They have 
three children, James, 19, a 
sophomore geology major at El 
Camino; Priscilla Ann, 16, a 
Junior at North Torrance High;
